It is a common. saying that 
| “Health is. not valued till sicknesa 
come.” A healthy man does not 
of course worry about his health 
and so beconie a prey to imtginary 
illness, But everyone should take 
tan, intelligent interest in the 
elementary principles of hygiene 
and preventive medicine, for these 
subjects concern, not the treat- 
ment and cure of the sick, which 
is the business’ of the medical 
practitioner, but the attainment 
‘land’ preservation of health, which 
is so tremendously important to 
all of us, individually and «as 
members of a community. 

The art of healing in some form 
or other must, I suppose, have 
existed ever since—and probably 
Ibefore—civilization began, To 
eure the sick, to alleviate the 
suffering, -have at all times acted 
as a great impetus to human 
effort, although that effort must 
of course be conditioned by the 
state of the human knowledge at 
the time. Magic, supernatural 
intervention, touch by a sacred 
person, blood-letting, potions and 
plasters, have all been resorted to. 
Medical practice became quite 
advanced long before the Chris- 
tian era, In fact one great body 
of medical literature ‘is associated 
with the mame of Hippocrates 
(460 B.C.). In China Shen Nung 
(who lived about 4718 years ago) 
“tasted many hundred herbs 
whence arose the art of healing 
and medicine.” 


* Chinese Medical Art. 


Mr. Lo discussed.’ interestingly 
the rise of medical science and 
then Sey to Chinese medical 
art. He said 

According to modern ideas, the 
study of medicine must involva. 
the preliminary study of anatomy, 
or, in other. words, the structure 
and form of the body, and 
physiology, or the study of the 
functions of the various organs 
of the body. Chinese medical 
art—Icarned and profound as it 
is, and has been for so many 
centuries—because of its ignor- 
ance or imperfect knowledge of 
either, must, as it; seems to me, 
remain more or less empirical. 
The efficacy of Chinese medicine. 
is, [ submit, not open to doudt. 
But 1 cannot help feeling that, if 
Chinese medical diagnosis and 
treatment, based as it is upon 
an art of such revered antiquity, 
were to be supplemented and 
invigorated by the modern know- 
ledge of anatomy and physiology, 
Chinese medical practitioners may. 


the equally important, if indeed it 
is not the ‘primary, factor in the 
genesis of discase, is the lower- 
-ing of the. natural ‘resistance. of 
the ‘body, and- that unhygienic 
surroundings, unsuitable food and 
clothing,:. unhealthy « occupations 
and evil habits, all contribute to 
prepare a fruitful soil for - the 
development of the multitudinous 
diseases to which hitherto flesh 
hag been heir. With this modern 
conception, the chief aim of all 
those: who have nat heart the im- 
provement of general health must 
be the ecrcation, or. rather pre- 
servation, of a healthy resistant |° 
body. As one authority puts it: 
“Progress weuld thus seem 10 
depend more upon social and 
moral evolution than upon the 
advance of sanitary science, more 
Fupon wisdom that. knowledge, 
more upon publie;“"opinion than 
legislative cnactment, hore’ upon 
sociology and biology han: medical 
intervention. Yet afl are necas- 
sary for the art.of preventive 
medicine is social in - structure 
and medical in inspiration.”

"We are 
indeed fortunate to have, at least, 
a health expert as the Director of 
Medical]. and Sanitary Services in 
the person of the Hon. Dr. A. R. 
Wellington. And I, rejoice to’ 
know that an expert officer on 
malaria has been apppinted and 
will be dué in the Colony. shortly, | 
for’ I. feel ‘that malaria, being 
preventable, should be entirely 
eradicated from the Colony.

remote, the prejudices and wishes 
lof the patient or his friends should 
not be allowed to-outweigh the 
risk to the community and — the 
possibility of establishment of an 
epidemic. : 


Control of Small-pox, 


Small-pox is one of the most 
infectious, most disfiguring and 
most fatal of the infectious dis- 
eases und one which a susceptible 
person can contract not only from 
contact with a patient but from 
being in the room with him, 

Humidity and temperature have 
a great intluence ‘on the ‘small-pox 
virus, the disease flourishing in 
the cold weather and tending to die 
down when the temperature ig 
high and the air moist such as 
occurs in the summer in Hongkong. 

The microbes are thrown out of 

the body af the sick man through 
the skin, through the excretions 
and even through the breath and 
they contaminate not only the 
wearing apparel and the bed- 
clothes of the patient, but the 
very ar of the ream he occupies. 
The matter from the pocks dries 
nnd is distributed everywher2 in 
the room, in the form of dust be- 
corm attached to clothing 
clothes, furniture, eurtains, 
and flours. The, contagion may be 
j carried to a distance by those who 
have been in the contaminated room 
nnd there are omiuny  Jnstances 
where & person himself immune 
to infection, has carried the dis- 
case toa distance and there start- 
ean epidemic. The microbes can 
remain alive on clothes and furni- 
ture for months and cases are on 
record of the disease being ear- 
ried from Egypt to England on 
contaminated bales of cotton and 
eausing outbreaks in the latter 
country. During epidemics the 
disease is widely spread in publie 
vehicles such as trams, buses, 
rickshaws, ete.

This does not happen un- 
til about three weeks after the 
cossition of symptoms and unless 
the patienf be in a hospital where 
his movements are under control 
there is very great risk of his 
leaving his room and of his wan- 
dering about spreading infection. 

The microbes enter the body 
chrough the nose, being . inhaled 
with contaminated air, or through 
contact with the skin or through 
inoculation. A person who has 
recovered from an attack is ag a 
rule immune for the rest of his 
life, 

Animals suffer from the dis- 
ease and immunity is conferred 
when man is‘vaceinated with mat- 
ter from a cow or calf suffering 
from cowpox-—a mild form of 
small-pox. 


Amazing Indifference. 


Considering its high infectivity, 
its terrible disfigurement und the 
frequency of fatalties the indiffer- 
ence shown. by the Hongkong Chi- 
nese 'to the presence of cases in 
their midst is absolutely amazing. 
All Chinese know small-pox and 
the presence of a case in a tene- 
ment houge eannot escape notice. 
As IT have sald people do not court 
siekness by choice and therefore 
one is forced to the conclusion 
that the oceupants of a tenement 
house allow cases fo remain want 


turbed and refrain from nociying |: 


the authorities | beenuse they de 
not know the fucts about the dis- 
ease, The relatives of the case 
know that they ought to report it, 
but they have a prejudice against 
its "being taken tw hospital, and 
they coneeal it. To 
cover their actions, they, when 
death occurs, dump the body in 
the streets at the dead of night 
leaving the authorities to find it 
and take it to the mortuary. 
Taking it altogether some 95 
per cent of the cases are still 
concealed and the concession has 
effected little good.

DR. WELLINGTON ON DISEASE | 
PREVENTION. 


EDUCATION NEEDED. 


The Chinese Y.M.C.A. Health 
Week was Inaugurated last even- 
ing when the Hon..Dr, A. R. Wel+ 
lington, the Director. of Medical 
and Sanitary Services, gave a 
most interesting lecture on the 
| preyention of disease through co- 
operation. : :

Ladies and Gentlemen, once again 
Ihave the honour of. addressing 
you “at” thé’ commertcement of 
YMCA.

#| are, closely related and life without 
happiness is not worth much. 

Pedple do not live unhealthy lives 
and court sicknesa by choice, it is 
beeause they lack knowledge of the 
risk they run or because of neces- 
alty. It has come ta be recognised 
that, where the health of the masses 
is concerned, medical relief is in- 
effective. unless it goes hand and 
hand with improvement in preven- 
tive measures, and if the efforts of 
& government to cffect the latter 
are to be successful, the close co- 
operation of the public is absolutely 
nécessary. Schemes can be 
formulated and laws passed, but, 
unless the people understand and 
approve there is apathy and op- 
position and the full measure of 
success can never be attained. It 
is only by persuasion that radical 
health reforms can be effected and 
that persuasion ~must come from 
within, through a recognition of 
the benefits brought about by im- 
proved hygienic conditions. 

How .the, public ean best, be 
edifcated and made'to develops 
sanitary ¢onscience is probably the 
most urgent of all sanitary problems 
which confront the health authori- 
ties of any country. The solution 
of the problem lies in co-operation 
—in other words co-operation 
among those whe know for the pur- 
pose of teaching those who do not 
. BE] mow to the end that there may, be 

i kee operacion among:all for the good 
of all. y * 


Mutual Understanding. 


Co-operation is independent of 
race, rank, creed, occupation or 
wealth. There can be co-operation 
between Chinese and Europeans he- 
tween Christians and Mahomedans, 
between officials and non-officials, 
betiveen doctors and laymen and 
between those possessing great 
wealth and those who have none at 
all. But co-operation is impossible 
unless there be mutual understand- 


ing, trust and good-will. Co-opera- 
tion breaks down immediately one 
party becomes suspicious of the 
good intentions of , the other. The 
puzzle is how . to establish under- 
gfanding, trust, and good-will,, in 
the matter of sanitation and dis- 
ease __prevention. Understa ing 
can only come through explanation 
and demonstration. it is difficult 
enough to instruct educated people 
who have not been grounded in the 
modern theories of ‘disease causs- 
tion and bodily resistance, but thig 
difficulty is enormously increased 
when one is dealing with an 
illiterate people which speaks a 
totally different language and who 
look upon disease as a mianifesta- 
tion of divine displeasure or as a 
spell east by an evil spirit. AL 
communication must be made by 
word of mouth in their own. 
language and in a form they can 
understand perhaps by parable or 
fable. When once the people be- 
come aware that it pays to help 
themsélvés not only will they take 
the necessary action but they will 
see that their neighbours do like- 
wise. :
